To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mason, in the County of 
Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Mason on ‘Tuesday, the eleventh (11) day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 


3. To choose one trustee of Boynton Common School Fund. 
4. To choose one trustee of the Stearns’ Common Bequest. 


5. To choose one trustee of cemeteries for three years. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for library purposes. 


7. To choose one trustee for the Mason free libary. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for repairs of highways and bridges. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for care of cemeteries. 


10. To see if the town will vote to make any discount on taxes 
if paid on or before Saturday, June 7, 1924. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Memorial purposes. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions of 
the state law necessary to receive the benefit of State Aid for 
permanent improvements of highways. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for Old Home Day celebration. 
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14. To see if the town will accept the provisions in the will 
of the late James F. March providing for the perpetual care of 
cemetery lot of the late Benj. F. March. 


15. To see if the town will accept the sum of fifty dollars 
($50) from Mr. Ai Richards, the income to be expended in care 
of certain cemetery lots. 


16. To see if the town will accept the provisions in the will 
of the late L. J. Lawrence by which a certain tract of land was 
bequeathed to the town of Mason, the income from which to be 
devoted to certain cemetery lots. 


iv7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to increase the salary of the Librarian to fifty 
dollars ($50). 


18. To see what action the town will take as to oiling the 
surface of road from Ashby road to Wilson Cottage. 


19. To bring in your votes for the election of Delegates-at- 
Large, Alternate Delegates-at-Large, District Delegates, Alter- 
nate District Delegates to the National Conventions of the 
Democratic and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose 
of nominating party candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States.

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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of the Town of Mason: 

The past year the Dewey Card Index System, which is 
universally used throughout the country, has been installed 
in our library by Miss Frances Hobart, Secretary of the 
Public Library Commission. Her services were given by the 
State. 

The arrangement of books by subject is called classifica- 
tion. In a classified library all histories are in one class, all 
books of science in another, the books of fiction in another, 
and so on, until every book is in some class with other books 
of a similar character. 

In the card catalog the general arrangement is alphabetical 
by authors, titles, and subjects, so that it is used as one 
would use a dictionary. By the aid of this catalog, if one 
wishes to look up a subject, he will be able to find in the 
library almost at a glance the names of all the books, their 
authors, their dates of publication, on that topic. 

An up-to-date library is of great importance to our boys 
and girls who enter higher institutions of learning, for they 
will know how; to use libraries in connection with their 
schoolwork, thereby saving time and embarrassment. For 
those who do not go to college such knowledge may help 
them to earn their living, to increase their earning capacity, 
or to give them added interest in life because of their reading 
for pleasure and culture. 

Miss Hobart was with us six days. Her board was given 
by a trustee. She was assisted in the work free of charge 
by the hbrarian and trustees; equally as much time has been 
given since by them to the work which was planned but not 
completed. 

Much credit is due our librarian who has generously and 
enthusiastically given her time to this work. 

Many gifts of books have been made to the library the 
past year. “Kbenezer Hill: The Little Minister of Mason, 
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N. H.” was given by William Bancroft Hill of Vassar Col- 
lege. Mrs. Robert W. Dunbar gave forty-seven books, Mrs. 
Gertrude Dunham nine, Miss L. Pearle Callis twenty-eight, 
and a trustee seven. Through the influence of Miss Hobart, 
we have received two books from the State Library, eighty- 
five from Peterboro Public Library, and the Britannica En- 
cyclpedia from Somersworth Library. The latter will be of 
much value to our pupils, and to those who write for enter- 
tainments and publication. 

As these books consist of fiction and non-fiction, both the 
librarian and trustees have not seen the need of purchasing 
new books, but have decided to use the balance of the money 
in rebinding rare old books, such as the “History of Mason,” 
to replace worn out but worthwhile books, and to purchase 
whatever the librarian needs for the betterment of the library. 

The library contains many fine books and is the one thing 
in town which has and can continue to have something as 
good and inspiring as the greatest city can offer. Its aim is 
to meet the needs of each of its patrons. Suggestions are 
always gladly received. 

A neighboring town has recently received! funds for a 
memorial library building. Let us hope Mason may be as 
fortunate.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Lo the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


My first Annual Report as Superintendent of Schools in 
this district will necessarily be brief because of my short ac- 
quatntance with your school system. First, let me pay tribute 
to my predecessor, Mr. Currier, for the splendid organization 
of school affairs throughout the district which has made it 
possible for me to take over the work at such decided advan- 
tage. 


PROGRAM OF STUDIES. 


In the first six grades we are following the program of stud- 
ies recommended by the State Board of Education, which is 
in almost universal use throughout the state. A similar pro- 
gram is in preparation at the state office for grades seven and 
eight and we can take advantage of some of the material which 
has already been prepared for that program to strengthen the 
work of those two grades in preparation for high school, 


Tue TRACHING STAFF. 


With two new teachers at the village school it took longer 
than usual to get the school well organized, but Mrs. Heald’s 
organizing ability and her former experience was a very great 
help for she was able to carry the work along very satisfac- 
torily while the rest of us were getting acquainted with the 
situation. You are fortunate in having such an able teacher 
for this room. Miss Nichols had just completed the Normal 
School course and was without experience but she has proven 
her ability and is making good progress. The change in or- 
ganization later in the year by dividing the fourth grade and 
putting the larger part in Miss: Nichols’ room has resulted 
in more efficient work in this grade and in the upper grades. 
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In the death of Mrs. Wright we have suffered a great loss. 
She was an ideal teacher and her motherly care of the chil- 
dren was much appreciated. It is difficult to secure good 
teachers in the middle of the year so the best plan seemed to 
be to arrange with the Keene Normal School for practice 
teachers to complete the year at Number 6. Miss Lombard 
handled the school very satisfactorily and Miss Fifield has the 
advantage of having taught a year before taking her Normal 
School course. 

The success of any school depends more upon the quality of 
the teachers than upon any other factor or perhaps all other 
factors combined, and good teachers command good salaries 
throughout the state. The average salary for women teachers 
in the elementary schools last year was a bit over $900.00. 
Massachusetts salaries are higher and Mason is on the Massa- 
chusetts line, so that your salary level must be high if you are 
to secure and keep good teachers. 

Music supervision has continued along the lines of last 
year, Mrs. Fitch being retained for the work. Her report 
follows this report. The cost of music supervision is quite 
an item because of the transportation but we hope to be able 
to reduce that expense somewhat in the future. Music is re- 
garded as one of the important subjects and can be taught 
very much more effectively when the regular teacher receives 
the expert guidance of a specialist. 


ScHoon PROGRESS. 


From observation of the work in the school rooms IT believe 
that normal progress is being made. This, however, is a 
general statement and mere observation is not a reliable means 
of measuring the efficiency of instruction. Such a measure 
is possible through judicious use of standard tests. A series 
of tests in all the elementary schools was given in October, 
similar to those given last year, in silent reading, language, | 
handwriting, spelling, and arithmetic. Individual record 
sheets have been prepared and class averages are also kept. 
The tests given have been used extensively in other school 
systems so that fairly accurate standards for comparison are 
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available. It is not yet time to give a detailed account of 
the results, for a series of such tests is necessary to make a fair 
summary either of class scores or of individual records. The 
tests will be repeated in May and we plan to have them given 
twice each year. The results will become more and more 
valuable as time goes on. The purpose is, of course, not only 
to measure progress but to point out defects and to suggest 
remedies where defects are found. Adequate text-books are 
in use in practically all the subjects but we need a better se- 
ries of texts in language and grammar and a greater variety 
of reading material. 

Last November uniform tests in arithmetic and spelling 
were given throughout New Hampshire. The spelling test 
was one in which a number of city eighth grades had averaged 
about 74%. The average in all New Hampshire eighth 
grades was 67.42%. The average in the Mason eighth grade 
was 84.3%. The arithmetic test was one that was given in 
Springfield, Massachusetts, in 1846, to first year High School 
pupils and their average rank was 29.41%. New Hampshire 
eighth grades averaged on the same test 49.29% and the Ma- 
son eighth grade average was 50%. 


ATTENDANCE. 


Monthly reports of absence and tardiness are required from 
all the teachers and the attendance in every school in the 
district is published in all the other schools. This tends to 
stimulate better attendance. The per cent of attendance in 
Mason last year was 87.84%, which is nearly 6% lower than 
the average attendance for the state. The attendance for the 
first sixteen weeks of this year has been approximately 94% 
but is lower for the winter months. Of course the fact that 
the large majority of the children are brought in with teams 
from considerable distances makes it difficult to maintain a 
high average attendance, but I believe there have been quite 
a good many absences this year that were really unnecessary. 
It is unlawful for a parent to keep a boy or girl of school age 
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out of school for work or for any other cause except sickness, 
and I believe that children coming from a distance should be 
adequately equipped by their parents for stormy weather so 
that they need not stay at home for lack of rubbers and proper 
clothing. 


HrattH Work. 


The regular medical inspection was made by the school 
physician, Dr. Pease, early in the fall. Sixty-one pupils were 
examined and the following defects noted: defective vision, 
3; defective hearing, 1; pediculosis, 3; defective teeth, 43; 
diseased tonsils, 11; unvaccinated without proper excuse, 8. 
Treatment had been secured in the preceding year for twenty 
cases of defective teeth, three for tonsils, and two had been 
vaccinated. 

The health of children is of the utmost importance and 
we are unable to do very much in following up the medical 
examination without a nurse, for personal work with the 
children and visits to the parents are necessary in order to 
have the need for remedial treatment explained and fully ap- 
preciated. It has been demonstrated in many places that 
poor work in school and low efficiency in all kinds of work is 
due in a large percentage of cases to such easily remedied 
defects as poor teeth and diseased tonsils. 

The school buildings have been improved so that lighting 
is good and sanitary conditions are satisfactoy except that 
the toilet at Number 6 needs to be better ventilated. 


Pusiic INTEREST. 


The work of the schools is brought to public notice by exer- 
cises which the children give in connection with community 
meetings and in other ways. This does not necessarily reveal 
the quality of the class room work, however, and personal 
visiting by the parents is always to be urged. The more com- 
pletely parents know and appreciate the actual work of the 
pupils in class the better it is for both parents and school.

GENERAL ScHOOL PROGRESS. 


The State Board of Education has just issued a pamphlet 
entitled “School Progress in New Hampshire in Five Years,” 
which I wish it were possible to reproduce here. Those inter- 
ested may secure copies by writing to the State Board of 
Education. Here are just a few of the outstanding items: 

The number of schools in the state having less than thirty- 
six weeks in the school year has been reduced from 924 in 
1919 to 12 in 1923. This means that in the poor towns the 
period of elementary education has been increased from six 
and two-thirds years to eight full years. High School enroll- 
ment has increased from 12,087 in 1919 to 17,023 in 19238. 
The enrollment in the Normal Schools has increased from 
#90 in 1919 to 617 this year. 

The per cent of fully trained teachers has increased from 
382% of the whole in 1919 to 42% in 1923. The gain in 
partly trained teachers is from 32% to 46%, and the un- 
trained teachers have been reduced from 34% to 12%. We 
are getting rid of the transient teacher, for in 1919, 540 
changed position during the year, but in 1923, only 187. 
Medical inspection was available for only 384% of the chil- 
dren in 1919; now it is provided for 100%. The number of 
unsuitable buildings in use has been reduced from 500 to 85. 
It is estimated that the gain for rural schools in poor towns 
has been from about 40% efficiency up to about 70% effii- 
ciency. This has been accomplished at a cost to the taxpayer 
of only 64 cents a year for each thousand dollars 9f his 
assessed property. 


CONCLUSION. 


The loyalty and efficiency of the teachers, the sympathetic 
and earnest guidance of the school board, and the manifest 
support of the townspeople are greatly appreciated; it is a 
delight to serve in such conditions as these.
